This Advice was taken and praétis’d 
with good Succefs, but yet they met with Obdftacles as 
great co their Selt-love, for an Opinion generally re- 
ceiv'd, that Self-love was incontiftent with the real Love 
of any one; but with Relation to themielvts, was that 
which makes it hatefulto thofe that have it in Modera- 
tion, and are able todilguife it under the Ceremonies 
of good Breeding, to fee it expos'd to full Light, by 
thoie that have it in thac Excets ‘cis tmpoffible to hide 
it and becafife the Love and Efteem of all Perfons being 
one of the Satistaétions Self-love chiefly aims ar, ‘tis to 
them a cruel Mortification to want it. ’Twas eatly 
enough to engage the oucward Refpett of thofe Perfons 
they had highly oblig’d, but without the leaf Imprefii= 
on upon their Hearts and Affettions, to that they de- 
ferted on every Occafion, 

This did moft fentibly affliét ’em, and force 'em a {e- 
cond Time to apply tothe Council of Conlervators, de- 
firing their Excellencies to take this Matter into Contide- 
ration, and lay fome Punifhment upon Ingratitude, of 
which thofe who have receiv’d great Benefits are highly 
guilty, when they do not give up their Bodies and : 
Minds entirely to the Service of their Benetaétors. 
Their Reply was, They thought ic impoffible potitivey 
to determine who were Offenders in that Kind, and 
therefore "twould be to little Purpole to pretend to 
punifh that Ingratitude which lies fo conceal’d.

inary dering Five Hours. 

But a modern Writer doth much fhorten ic, conceiving 
the Ten Degrees to be thofe which in the Zguinodtial 
Line we doaccount tortwo Thirdsof an Hour: And fo, 
according to his Opinion, the Sun fhould not have gone 
back but only by two Thirds of an Hour. And when 
God offer’d the Alternative, to caufe the Sun co haften 
Ten Degrees forward, it fhould not have been any more 
than by two Thirds of an Hour. 

Now altho’ we fhould take it in this Senfe, which is 
the moft diminitive that can be given to chat Story, yet 
we fhould ftill find therein a prodigious Wonder. 

But we muft fee elfo how much lefs than the two Thirds 
of an Hour theSun fhould have {pent in compafiing that 
Way. Ic is the moft common Opinion that the Sun 
fhould have leaped in a Moment of Time, which is as 
nuch as to fay, Thatin a Moment he bad made as much 
Riddance of his Way, as he is us’d todo in two Thirds of 
an Hour. Ard certainly the Miracle which God offer’d 
did confift in this, that che Sun fhould difpatch kis Way 
in as fhort a Time as poffibly he could. -- 

Phereupon the Philofophers will deny that a local 
Motion can be made in a Moment. Let it be granted, 
but the Swiftnefs of the longeft Motion may be augment- 
ed, God impeHing a Body to fuch a Degree, that the 
Motion fhall be perfected in a Time almoft im, esceivable 
by its Shortnefs, 

Inflead of a Moment let us put the Cafe, that the Sun 
l-aping forward had therein {pent a Minute, and that his 
Way had been but the two Thirds of an Hour, in that 
One Minute he had difpatch’d as much Way as he had 
done naturally in Forty Minutes, which are the two 
Thirds of an Hours; and thus his Swiftnefs had been 
Forty times greater than thatof his ordinary Motion, 
Nay, Jet us {uppofe that he had employ’d Ten Minutes 
to leap forward, his Motion had been Four times f{wifter 
than it is ordinarily. 

Now ‘tis known by Demonftration, that in One Mi- 
nite he erdinarily doth meve 2500 German Leagues 
and more, a wonderful Swiftnefs and Rapidity, fach as 
our Imagination can hardly folow. One would never 
believe any thing could be added to fo great Swiftnels, 
and neverthelefs God had augmented it }our times, yea, 
Forty times; nay, it may be a Hundred, times as much, 
if Hezekiah had defired it ; a prodigious Wonder. 

Q. Who frames a Model of Religion by the Mold of Hu-

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Raiy-ons,/ Becaufe Moral Philofophy eftablifheth nei- 
rv ory nor Reward, uslels the Free-will ot 
“an Zo belore 5 hence they infer, that there is Free. will 
in Man. Again, Becaufe Moral Philofophy knoweth no 
Virtues but inherent Habits and Virtues, therefore it is 
that they let themielves againft the imputed Righteou!ne(s 
of Chrift. Phe Moral Philofopher calls Vice a volunta- 
ty Evil, theretore they inter, that Concupifence is not 
sin, becaule it is Not altogether voluntary. 

_ thirdly, From the Politicks, in Policy the beft fort of 
| Government is Monarchical; therefore the Pope’s Go- 
vernment muft be Monarchichal. Again, In Princes 
Courts Men ufe Mediators to go to their Prince, there- 
tore they conclude, that we muft ufe the Incerceflion of 
the Saints to God. In Policy no Laws are given, bue 
which the Subjeéts may fulfil , therefore Man is a 
fulfilche Law of God. 

Fourthly, From the Phyficks : Phyfick teacheth us thae 
the Body turns to Corruption and diffolves; upon this 
they infer, that the Body of Man fhould have died na- 
turally asit doth now, tho’ he had not fallen, if fuper- 
natural Righteoulnels had not kept back Corruption ; 
thus making God as well the Author of Death as ot 
Nature, confidering Man only according to the Princi- 
ples of Nature, and not according to this firft Creation, 
Again, Phyfick teacheth us, chatthe Blood always follow. 
eth the Body, therefore they. have taken away the Cup 
trom the People in the Sacrament, becaule, fay they, it 
they get his Flefh, they get his Blood, per concomitan- 
tiam. 

Fifthly, The Metaphyficks teach us, that every pofi- 
tive Thing is good; therefore they define Origiaal Sin 
to be a meer Privation. 

Sixthly, Imight fhew, how from the Platonicks they 

have borrow’d their Apparition of Spirits 5 how from 

the Poets Fables they have taken their Purgatory , and 

how from the Incantations of the Gentiles they have 

borrow’d their Exorcifins ; but I enlarge it no farther.

Refur- 
reGtion will be before that Iranfportation. We may 
then demand, Why hath not God oblerv’d the fame Or- 
der in thofe Wonders that reprefented the Wonders he 
is to work at the laft Times? For whereas we fhall be 
raifed from the Dead before we be taken up into Heaven, 
Enoch was tran{ported into Heaven betore any was railed 
from the Dead. The fir that was raifed from the 
Dead was the Son of the Widow of Sarepta, at the Pray 
er of Flijab, along Time after the Tranfportation of 
Enoch, 

This we may fay upon this with ail Likelihood, God 
in the firft Place hath been pleafed to fhew, that had i¢ 
not been for Sin, Man had been tranflated without feeing 
of Death, as Exoch was by Priviledge, altho’ he was Mor- 
cal. Afterwards, Death having yet a long Time~reign- 
ed, God fhewed, that the Reltrre€lion of our Budies 
isa neceflary Fore-ruaner of their Afcenfion isto Heaven;
